He  pressed  the 
thought  of  a pure,  refined  heart  evidenced 
by  a clean  life.  It  is  necessary  to  have  a 
clear  head,  clean  heart,  and  active  body.

. pi  ncd  $2.0«4.i>0  have  been  received,  enab- 
ling the  Board  to  pay  an  overdraft  at  the 
bank  of  $469.93,  and  interest  on  one  note, 
and  running’  expenses  of  $327.31  to  date. 

$1,300.00  of  the  debt  is  for  building  minis- 
terial cottages.  ’ 

The  report  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Mississippi  College  was  read  by  Kev.  W. 

A.  MeComb,  secretary  of  the  board  The 
report  sets  forth  the  fact  that  the  $73, 000 
for  the  building  fund  had  been  raised,  and 
that  payment  of  $10  000  from  Mr.  Carnegie 
and  the  fifth  payment,  $5,363.50  Trom  the 
general  education  ■ board,  both  conditioned 
on  the  collection  of  the  balance  due  from 
the  people,  had  been  paid.  The  collections 
mentioned  above  completed  the  collection 
of  the  $140,000  for  which  pledges  had  been 
secured  in  the  campaign  of  1905-06.  The 
new  Science  Building  has  been  completed 
at  a cost  of  about  $50,000.  It  is  pronounc- 
ed the  best  science  building  in  the  State. 

There  is  now  a debt  on  that  building  of 
$8,986.65.  Dr.  W.  T.  Lowrey  resigned  the 
presidency  after  thirteen  years’  efficient 
service.  Dr  J.  \V.  Provinc,  the  head  of 
the  natural  science  department  of  the  Col- 
lege, was  unanimously  elected.  He  has 
been  connected  with  the  College  seventeen 
years.  The  endowment  is  now  $130,000, 
and  other  property  on  a conservative  esti- 
mate is  worth  $170,000  exclusive  of  debts, 
making  the  present  total  valuation  about 
$300,000. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Baptist 
Hospital  at  Jackson,  was  read.  The  prop- 
osition made  to  the  committee  by  Drs.  Hun- 
ter & Sliands  was  accepted.  Gov.  A.  II. 

I^ongino  acted  as  attorney  for  the  commit- 
tee without  charge,  securing  a clear  deed  to 
the  property  under  the  conditions  speci- 
fied. There  is  a building  with  eight  rooms 
and  a kitchen.  The  Hospital  is  in  charge 
of  Miss  Sallie  Stamps,  a trained  nurse  and 
a manager  of  successful  experience;  a Bap- 
tist and  noble  Christian  woman  There  is  a 
visiting  staff  of  some  of  the  most  eminent 
physicians  and  surgeons  in  Jackson.  The 
building  is  not  only  taxed  to  its  capacity 
bv  patients  seeking  admission,  but  it  is  im- 
possible to  meet  the  demands  with  our  pres- 
ent room  and  equipment.  It  is  contem- 
plated that  a building  to  cost  $50,000  be 
erected  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
tbe  Tri-State  Baptist  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  read  a report.  It  states 
that  a magnificent  seven-story,  fire  proof 
building  of  steel,  concrete  and  brick,  to  ac- 
commodate about  two  hundred  patients,  is 
nearing  completion.  The  building,  furni- 
ture and  other  equipments  complete,  will 
cost  probably  something  less  than  $225,- 
000.00. 


Devotions  were  led  by  Brother  W.  A.  Bo- 
rum,  of  Jackson.  Secretary  A.  V.  Rowe 
read  the  twenty-sixth  annual  report  of  the 
Convention  Board.  . The  work  of  the  year 
has  been  done  in  the  face  of  great  difficul- 
ties. The  ravages  of  the  boll  weevil  have 
been  tremendous.  As  the  years  go  by  and 
the  development  of  our  State  in  material  re- 
sources is  going  on  in  so  many  directions 
there  is  an  ever  increasing  need  of  State 
Missions.  The  eyes  of  capitalists  are  turn- 
ed on  Mississippi  with  increasing  favor  as 
to  investments  that  will  |>ey  large  dividends 
We  have  a soil  that  responds  to  cultivation 
of  crops  of  greater  diversity  than  perhaps 
in  any  other  State.  Our  ‘‘cut  over”  lands 
are  being  brought  up  and  colonies  of  home 
seekers  and  home  makers  from  the  middle 
West  are  settling  them.  Attention  is  called 
to  the  Delta  and  its  needs.  The  work  of 
the  Board  was  laid  out  on  the  basis  of 
$31,000.00,  thus  making  with  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Boards  apportionment, 
making  the  full  $100,000.00.  The  work  of 
the  efficient  Sunday  School  missionary 
was  very  favorably  mentioned.  The  study 
of  the  normal  courses  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board  of-  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
at  Nashvijle,  Tenn.,  has  resulted  in  deliver- 
ing nearly  two  hundred  diplomas,  and  en- 
rolling a great  number  in  the  Teacher 
Training  Course. 

The  Board  reports  $2,757.11  for  Aged 
Ministers’  Relief,  an  increase  of  $452.34  over 
last  year. 

The  receipts  of  all  funds  are  ahead  of  last 
year.  Something  Over  $10,000  above  what 
was  done  last  year.  The  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion among  the  brotherhood  is  delightful, 
and  this  is  observable  not  only  in  the 
bounds  of  the  Convention,  but  also  to  be 
seen  in  the  General  Association  with  whom 
the  Board  is  on  terms  of  the  warmest  fel- 
lowship, and  with  joint  appointments  are 

seeking  to  extend  His  Kingdom.

score  years 
“leading  out”  of  the  entire  man.  One  of 
the  crowning  glories  of  the  College  is  in 
the  Christian  manhood  which  the  school 
sends  into  all  the  walks  of  life. 

The  outlook  of  Mississippi  College  was 
never  brighter  and  more  hopeful  Th4 
strength  of  the  College  is  not  in  her  great 
wealth,  but  in  a strong  faculty,  a large  pat- 
ronage, hundreds  of  loyal  sons,  a moderate 
endowment,  and  a history  as  thrilling  as 
romance. 

The  wisdom  of  the  choice  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Pro- 
vine has  been  evidenced  already.  The  en- 
rollment thus  far  in  the  session  is  the  larg- 
est in  the  history  of  the  Cpllege,  with  two 
exceptions.  Almost  four  hundred  students 
have'  been  enrolled. 

The  present  needs  are  more  endowment. 
It  should  have  at  least  $500,000  endowment. 
The  General  Education  Board  of  New  1 ork 
has  confidence  in  the  Cqllege  and  wants  to 
help  the  Baptists  do  a large  thing.  It  is 
thought  that  this  Board  will  lay  down  one 
dollar  to  every  two,  to  the  amount  of  $100,-

BAPTIST  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 

Rev.  A.  T.  Cinnamond,  of  Senatobia,  read 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  Baptist  Mem- 
orial Hospital  at  Memphis.  In  part  the-re,-> 
port  says:  “The  Baptist  Memorial  Hospit- 
al at  Memphis  is  the  joint  property  of  tjhe 
Baptist  people  of  Mississippi.  Tennessee  abd 
Arkansas.  It  is  held  and  controlled  for 
them  by  a board  of  trustees  appointed  an- 
nually by  the  three  State  Conventions,  1^’c 
have  a lot  257x316,  fronting  on  Madispn 
and  Monroe  streets,  worth  $50,000.  On 
this  lot  the  center  section  of  our  gref.t  hos- 
pital building  is  rapidly  approaching  com- 
pletion. with  a capacity  of  150  to  200  bets, 
and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  opened  early 
next  spring,  to  receive  patients  The  im- 
posing appearance  of  this  handsome  Rtnic- 
tnre  impresses  the  observer  as  worthy  of 
our  great  denomination;  and  in  sanitatv 
equipment  and  convenience  of  appointment, 
it  will  be  ns  nearly  perfect  as  any  h"spitnl 
in  the  world.  This  report  eannnt  enter  in- 
to a detailed  deseription  1 tit  it  will  amply 
compensate  our  people  for  a visit  of  in«pej»- 
tion.  ^ 

We  have  raised  in  cash  up  to  this  tinte 
about  $115,000.  Of  this  $52,000  comes  fro^i 
the  city  of  Memphis ; about  *43.000  from  Mis 
sissippi:  $7,000  from  Arkansas:  and  *13  06h 
from  Tennessee  outside  of  Memphis.  W|c 
have  in  round  numbers,  about  $100,000  ih  * 
rnpai-l  subscriptions;  some  due.  some  pa$t 
due,  some  future  due.  It  will  take  about 
$75.onn  more  in  gnod  subscriptions,  to  '■ont 
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plete  and  equip  the  present  building,  which 
will  cost  about  $225,000.  The  immediate 
needs  are  $75,000  in  new  and  gilt  edged  sub- 
scriptions additional  to  finish  and  pay  for 
the  present  building  and  its  equipments. 
The  nurses’  home  which  can  lie  built  *>n  the 
l ack  end  of  the  htc-pitul  dot.  for  tVe  accom- 
modation of  the  Nurses’  Training  S ho  »1 
this  will  be  necessary  certainly  before  n 
great  while. 

v The  pastors  are  urged  to  tnke  this  work 
on  their  hearts  and  make  it  the  object  of 
prayer  and  discussion,  giving  the  people  in- 
formation that  will  arouse  and  quicken  their 
interest  in  the  enterprise,  and  making  a 
way  for  the  secretary  to  visit  their  churches, 
and  lay  the  work  before  the  people.” 

Dr.  Potts  delivered  an  earnest  and  en- 
thusiastic speech.  and  Rev.  L.  IT  Martin  sub- 
mitted a strong  report. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  report  said  in  part  “Never  before  in 
the  progress  of  Foreign  Missions  have  the 
opportunities  been  so  great  as  now ; but  in 
every  opportunity  that  confronts  ns  is 
wrapped  a corresponding  peril  * The 
w retched  millions  of  the  Dark  Continent  are 
open-hearted  to  the  gospel,  but  Mohamme- 
danism. with  its  error  and  its  vice.  is.  vig 
oronsly  overrunning  the  land  The  nations 
of  F.astern  and  Southern  Asia  seem  stand- 
ing at  the  forks  of  the  road,  with  Christ’* 
Truth.  Righteousness  and  Salvation  on  one 
hand  and  rationalism,  falsehood,  sensuality, 
and  utter  ruin  on  the  other.  In  many  parts 
of  Europe  and  Latin  America,  the  papacy  is 
losing  its  hold;  hut  in  leaving  Rome,  many 
are  abandoning  all  religion  for  infidelity, 
and  the  situation  is  such  as  to  demand  im- 
mediate attention.  TTenoe,  in  both  our  Pa 
gan  and  Papal  fields  we  are  manifestly  con- 
fronting a crisis 

Last  year  the  gifts  to  Foreign  Missions. 
$510,008  97 : the  working  force  of  273  mis- 
sionaries and  531  native  helpers  There, 
were  3.618  bnptisms:  the  rate  of  increase  in 
church  membership  was  about  11  per  cent; 
there  are  297  churches  and  605  feut -stations; 
233  houses  of  worship;  a total  membership 
of  21.343.  There  are  372  Sunday  Schools, 
with  13.226  pupils.  There  are  175  day 
schools  with  4.068  pupils;  29  hoarding 
schools-  with  an  enrollment  of  1.592:  two 
colleges  in  which  118  students  are  enrolled; 
seven  training  schools  in  which  140  women 
are  being  trained  for  Christian  work,  and 
nine  theological  schools  with  212  students; 
fifteen  medical  missionaries  and  five  trained 
nurses,  with  their  seven  hospitals  and  twelve 
dispensaries  treated  40.716  patients,  of  whom 
many  were  led  to  Christ.  Our  four  print- 
ing presses  are  sending  ont  millions  of  pages 
of  splendid  Christian  literature.  The  re- 
port  regrets  that  we  are  paying  $13  031  for 
interest  on  borrowed  money.  Tt  is  necessa- 
ry to  raise  $600  000;  it  must  he  contributed 
this  year.  Mississippi  'is  asked  for  $38.- 
000.  The  committee  recompiend*  and  en- 
dorses the  share  plan,  urged  by  the  Board, 
and  insists  that  pastor*  and  churches  fake 
up  the  matter  at  once.  Onr  people  should 


take  and  refed  The  Foreign,  Mission  Journal, 
and  avail  themselves  of  the  Board's  offer 
of  free  trad*  to  all  who  desire  them,  ami  we 
recommend  the  appointment  of  a Journal 
representative,  and  the  organization  of  at 
1<  ast  one  mission  study  class  in  every  church. 
The  committee  urges  the  encouragement  of 
our  noble  women  in  their  faithful  study  of 
Missions,  and  in  their  magnificent  work  of 
‘ enlisting  and  developing  the  children.” 

Very  interesting  and  instructive  speeches 
were  made  by  missionaries  B.  P.  H«M»ch,  of 
China;  X F.  Piani,  of  Brazil;  R.  \V.  Hunk- 
ier, of  Mexico;  and  J G.‘ Chastain,  of  Mrx 
ieo.  Assistant  Secretary  W.  H.  Smith,  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  introduced  these 
missionaries,  after  he  had  made  a very  inter- 
esting talk.

“Mississippi  Woman’s  College,  a corpora- 
tion, under  the  laws  of  tKe  State  of  Mis 
sissippi,  domiciled  at  Hattieshnrg,  hereby 
tenders  to  the  Baptists  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi, through  the  Baptists  Convention, 
now  in  session  at  Gulfport,  the  Mississippi 
Woman's  College,  including  site,  buildings, 
equipment  anil  outlying  lands,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  at- 
i'ii  bed  rero'ui.i  uunn’nonsly  mh.ptrd  by 
the  trustees  of  the  saiii-Mississippi  Woman’s 
College.”  The  names  of  the  trustees  are 
affixed  to  this  offer. 

After  setting  forth  the  convenience  of  the 
location,  its  central  location  and  railroad  fa-  ' 
eilities.  it  is  stated  that  the  Baptists  of  Hat- 
tiesburg now  own  and  control  a girls*  col- 
lege,  chartered  under  the  name  of  tfie  Mi* 
sissippi  Woman’s  College,  located  in  the 
southern  suburbs  of  the  city,  on  twenty-six 
acres  of  high,  level  land,  all  in  one  body, 
with  two  large  modern  school  dormitories 
of  75  rooms  each,  with  a maximum  boarding 
capacity  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  girl*, 
which  buildings  are  steam  heated,  electric 
lighted,  with  waterworks  supplying  pure  ar- 
tesian water  from  the  city’s  waterworks 
plant  and  complete  sewerage  connection* 
and  which  building*  were  built  in  1907  at  a 
cost  of  $38,000.  One  of  the  hiiilding*  was 
completely  renovated,  newly  painted,  newly 
furnished  throughout,  and  equipped  with  all 
furniture,  and  equipment  necessary  for  the 
school  purposes,  together  with  fix-e  upright 
and  one  grand  pianos,  worth  ahont  $2,000. 
all  at  a cost  of  about  $7,500.  to  $8,000.  We 
own.  also  fourteen  acres  of  vnluahle  land, 
lying  nearby,  ten  acres  in  one  lot  and  f.inr 
in  a not  h r.  all  of  this  property  described  be 
ing  now  worth  $65,000  to  $70,000.  at  a con- 
servativc  estimate.  The  hoard  of  trustee* 
of  Mississippi  Woman’s  College,  with  full  au- 
thority from  and  consent  of  our  constituen- 
cy. the  four  Baptist  ehurehet  of  Hattiesburg 
offer  to  convey  and  warrant  to  the  Misais- 
sippi  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Miaaiaaip- 
pi  VI  oman’s  College  property  complete, 
huildinga,  equipments  and  outlying  lands, 
absolutely  without  debt  encumbrance  or  con- 
ditions except  that  a schol  for  young  worn- 
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TEMPERANCE 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  temper 
ance  was  submitted  It  says  in  part:  “No 
Christian  has  a right  to  weaken  his  physi- 
cal or  mental  powers,  except  in  cases  where 
it  becomes  his  duty  to  sacrifice  self,  wholly 
or  in  part,  for  God’s  glory  or  humanity's 
good.  No  Christian  has  a right  to  unneces- 
sarily take  a risk  on  his  life,  his  powers  or 
his  influence.  No  Christian  has  a right  to 
unnecessarily,  set  an  example  that  might  be 
for  the  ruin  or  even  for  the  injury  of  oth- 
ers.” 

The  committee  makes  three  recommenda- 
tions: 

1st,  That  this  Convention  urge  all  its  con- 
stituents to  abstain  from  even  the  moderate 
use  of  intoxicants  as  a beverage;  and  that  all 
pastors,  Sunday  School  workers  and  other 
leaders  be  urged  to  lay  stress  upon  this 
phase  of  duty. 

2nd  That  this  Convention  re-affirms  its 
belief  in  State  wide  prohibition  of  the  dram- 
shop, and  urge  all  of  our  people  to  stand 
for  and  by  the  present  law. 

3rd,  That  this  Convention  memorialize  the 
incoming  Governor  and  legislature,  urging 
our  confidence  in  the  final  efficiency  of 
State  wide  prohibition-,  and  urging  them  to 
adopt  all  possible  measures  to  secure  the 
proper  enforcement  of  the  law  in  every  coun- 
ty and  community. 

The  committee  rejoices  in  the  fact  that 
there  are  no  legalized  saloons  in  Mississippi, 
but  view  with  alarm  and  deeply  deplore  tin- 
fact  that  liquors  are  illegally  sold  in  vast 
quantities  in  many  parts  of  this  common- 
wealth— a practice  which  is  not  only  degen- 
erating to  the  individual  and  demoralizing 
to  the  community,  but  further  tends  to  so 
disgust  many  so-called  prohibitionists,  as  to 
endanger  our  State  wide  prohibition  law, 
and  to  encourage  a sentiment  favorable  to 
its  repeal,  which  is  the  object  so  declared 
by  liquor  interests  outside  of  the  State. 

Congratulations  are  extended  to  the  State 
of  Maine  upon  its  victory  in  retaining  pro- 
hibition in  its  constitution,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  State  is  largely  populated  with 
foreigners. 

The  Anti  Saloon  League  of  Mississippi  is 
endorsed  in  its  action  of  organizing  the 
counties  and  the  precincts  of  the  State,  and 
emphasizing  the  League’s  law-enforcement 
department,  with  a view  of  exterminating 
the  blind  tigers  and  gambling  dives  in  the 
State;  and  intensifying  the  sentiment  for 
absolute  prohibition,  and  for  the  selection  of 
the  best  men  for  office. 

This  Convention  memorializes  the  Missis- 
sippi legislature,  which  meets  in  January, 
next,  to  pass  a law  making  it  a felony  to 
engage  in  the  liquor  traffic  in  this  State; 
especially  for  the  second  offense.

An  Old  Sermon  Preached  Over  Twice 

— * A “ 

J.  B.  Gambrel!.  Editor. 

In  the  early  seventies  1 was  a student  in 
the  I'nivcrsilv  of  Mississippi;  that  noble  old 
Presbyterian  preacher.  Dr.  J.  N.  W afldell 
was  chancellor.  Once  or  twice  a month  he 
preached  to  a Presbyterian  church  east  of 
Oxford  and  1 .preached  to  a little  Baptist 
church  a little  further  cast.  It  quite  often 
happened  that  wc  fell  in  together  going  and 
coming.  On  one  occasion,  as  we  were  com- 
ing into  Oxford  he  told  mo  of  what  he  re- 
garded one  of  the  greatest  sermons  lie  bad 
ever  heard.  It  was  preached  by  S.  S.  Lat- 
fimore,  whom  Dr.  Waddell  characterized  as 
the  greatest  preacher  Mississippi  ever  had. 
S S Lattimore  had  been  a Presbyterian  and 
joined  the  Baptist  church.  He  was  a man 
of  senatorial  appearance — 1 remember  see- 
ing him  once — and  of  beautiful  address.  The 
occasion  of  the  sermon  to  which  Dr.  Wad- 
dell alluded  and  the  sermon  were  after  this 
order:  The  Baptists  were  holding  an  Asso 
ciation  in  the  town  where  Dr.  Waddell  liv- 
ed and  was  preaching,  and  the  Presbyterians 
made  a special  request  that  8.  S.  lattimore 
should  be  sent  to  them  to  preach  on  Sunday, 
and  it  was  done.  At  the  appointed  time, 
and  Jn  due  order  the  preacher  announced 
his  text,  “Follow  ine  as  I follow  Christ.” 
As  well  as  I can  remember.  Dr.  Waddell  de- 
scribed the  sermon  in  this  way : The 

preacher  never  sjKike  above  a conversational 
tone  and  with  very  little  movement  of  hands 
or  body.  The  impression  he  made  on  the 
indieidual  hearer  was  that  he  was  talking 
to  him. 

On  this  particular  occasion  he  commenced 
by  discussing  in  a perfectly  lucid,  quiet  way 
the  importance  of  leaders,  making  the  point 
that  God  had  endowed  certain  men  With  the 
faculties  for  leadership.  All  great  move- 
m<  nts  in  the  world  had  gone  forward  under 
leaders.  The  human  mind  is  not  made  so 
Ijliat  great  bodies  of  people  can  co-operate 
without  Leaders.  People,  therefore,  were 
always  tf*  expect  leaders  to  appear  to  carry 
forward  the  cause.  The  preacher  then  il- 
lustrated by  the  great  leaders  of  the  Old 
Testament  times,  Pet-r  and  Paul,  notably 
Paul,  discussing  their  qualities,  and  making 


it  plaiu  that  a leader  in  a religious  cause 
must  he  a mih  of  singular  devotion  to  that 
cause,  and  he  must  bo  ready  to  sink  every- 
thing himself  ' included,  in  the  cause. 
Worldly  leaders  might  accomplish  a good 
deal  on  a different  spirit,  hut  selfish  and 
time-serving  religious  leaders  can  never  ac- 
complish anything. 

And  a strong  point  was  made  on  the  fact 
that  men  ordinnrily  who  wish  to  be  great  re- 
ligious leaders  ean  never  be  because  in  wish- 
ing to  l>c  they  have  the  element  of  selfish- 
n<  as  which  i*  destructive  of  religious  leader- 
ship Dr.  Waddell  glowed  as  he  talked  of 
how  luminous  and  strong  the  preacher  made 
these  points  and  how  he  Imre  them  down 
on  the  pimple. 

He  then  made  the  (toint  that  there  need 
never  he  any  fear  that  great  occasions  will 
not  bring  out  great  leaders,  because  the 
times  are  in  the  Divino.IIand  and  throughout 
the  ages  God  guides  the  leaden  of  them,  and 
when  the  due  time  for  the  accomplishment 
of  great  things  occur*,  then  from  some  place, 
generally  from  some  unexpected  place  come* 
the  leader.  He  himself  doesn't  know  he  is 
the  leader  to  begin  with,  htfi'hc  sounds  out 
the  note,  speaking  out  of  his  heart,  and  it 
is  Ihe  true  note  which  eatche*  the  ear  of 
the  people,  it  is  the  voice  of  the  real  shep- 
herd and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice  and  all 
the  people  come  to  know  directly  that  a 
leader  has  come,  and  because  the  leader 
reaches  the  heart  of  the  people  they  come 
w ith  him.  False  loader*  arise  and  lead  peo- 
ple away  for  a time,  but  the  unerring  relig- 
ious instinct  in  the  heart  of  humanity  will 
finally  condemn  the  false  leader.  Then 
the  prcaoliVr'  turned  away  to  talking  about 
how  leaders  in  religion  themselves  have  a 
leader.  Wc  arc  to  follow  men  only  *0  far 
as  they  follow  Christ,  and  that  is  to  be  the 
test  everywhere ; and  here  the  great  preach- 
er turned  to  talking  in  the  simplest  way 
about  Christ,  Hi*  characteristic  a*  the  chief 
lender,  the  great  Shepherd  over  all,  and  then 
diseussed  obedience.  His  ceaseless  care  to  do 
the  will  of  His  Father  in  Heaven;  and  he 
talked  on  about  Christ  and  llis  life  and  how 
every  leader  must  be  like  Him  humble,  ten- 
der hearted,  separated  from  the  world,  giv- 
en to  good  works,  and  on  'and  on  until  he 
began  to  describe  how,  Christ  took  a tedious 
journey  afoot,  trainping  over  the  dusty 
roads  to  come  to  Jordan  to  be  baptized  to 
fulfill  nil  righteousness,  and  it  was  here  Dr. 
Wm!dell  said  the  Baptist  preacher  showed 
the  consummate  art  of  the  preacher.  He 
went  light  on  giving  the  New  Testament  his- 
tory of  it,  keeping  at  every  step  in  the  beat- 
en path  of  Scripture  until  he  came  to  Jor- 
don. and  without  raising  a question  or  with- 
out intimating  there  might  lie  a question 
raised,  he  described  Christ's  baptism,  how 
He  went  down  in  the  water*,  how  He  was 
bim.d  beneath  the  waves  and  what  it  pre- 
figured ; and  Dr.  WaddeJl  said  they  had  all 
gone  into  Jordan  with  Him  and  out  on  the 
other  side  without  ever  considering  where 
they  were  going.  It  was  his  judgment  that 
this  was  the  finest  type  of  preaching  he  had 
ever  heard,  and  concluded  the  preaching  of 
the  sermon  over,  ns  1 have  done  in  a hung- 
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left  Mississippi  to  accept  a pastorate  in 
Georgia,  and  Florida,  he  was  considered  >»ne 
of  the  very  best  preachers  in  the  State,  with 
an  additional  experience  of  eight  or  tea 
years  in  the  pastorate  and  a close,  applica-

Ttw-  time  has  come  for  a change 
from  the  haphazard,  accidental, 
loose  way  of  classifying  pupils  in 
uur  Sunday  Schools  to  a careful, 
systematic,  purposeful  method. 

\W  cannot  grade  in  the  Sun 
j day  >»~hool  upon  precisely  the 
l same  plan  that  we  use  in  the  da., 
schools  because  the  one  has  vol- 
untary, while  the  other  has  com- 
pulsory work  as  a prerequisite  to 
promotion.  The  main  guide  for 
the  grading  in  the  Sunday  School 
must  be  the  age  of  the  pupil. 
There  might  be  some  requirement, 
such  as  attendance  for  forty  Sun 
days  out  of  fifty-two,  for  securing" 
a bright  and  pretty  promotion 
• ard ; but  a pupil  should  not  be 
held  back  for  two  years  in  the 
same  grade  in  order  to  make  him 
learn  the  lessons  he  should  have 
learned  during  the  previous  year. 

Grade  means  “'step,”  and, 
therefore,  the  best  way  to  illus 
Irate  a graded  system  may  be  a 
diagram  of  steps.  Children  love 
to  “see”  themselves  climbing  up 
the  steps.  They  know  that  they 
are  growing  “upward”  in  years 
and  in  stature.  It  is  well  to  use

This  plan  includes  a public  pro 
motion  day,  thereby  emphasizing 
the  fact  of  their  growth  in  years 
and  the  corresponding  importance 
of  growth  in  character. 

1.  Growth  begins  with  the 
home  and  ends  with  it. 

2.  The  beginners’  class  corres- 
ponds to  the  kindergarten  in  day 
school. 

3.  The  figure*  on  the  left  end 
of  the  steps  in  the  diagram  indi- 
cate the  age  of  the  pupils,  while 

1 the  smaller  figures  to  the  right 
show  the  grade  to  which  each  pu- 
pil belongs  For  example — Age 
six  belongs  to  grade  one ; age  nine 
belongs  to  grade  four.  By  sub- 
tracting five  from  the  age  any- 
one can  quickly  determine  to 
what  grade  a pupil  belongs. 

4.  Notice  that  in  the  begin- 
ners’ and  primary  departments, 
the  boys  and  girls  are  taught  to- 
gether; but  in  the  intermedia 
and  junior  departments  they  are 
taught  in  separate  classes.

Companion  contains  a suggestive 
article  on  ‘ Experiments  in  spend- 
ing.” The.  chief  idea  advanced 
is  that  every  family  ought  to  have 
a budget.  “A  budget  is  * ma- 
chine which  makes  raw  materia' 
of  a salary  into  whateve:  one 
""ants  to  get  out  of  life.”  Fol- 
lowing is  an  extract  from  the  ar- 
ticle  showing  how  one  $1,800 
man  and  his  wife  divided  ib-’s.* 
.mome:  . 

"Hr.  Allison  is  a California 
teacher  with  a salary  of  $1,800  a 
year.  He  has  before  him  the  pos- 
sibility of  a college  position  and 
the  probability  of  a long  life  with 
plenty  of  work.  Mrs  Allison 
brews  and  bakes,  and  sews  and 
gardens.  Their  financial  out- 
look is  very  limited,  for  the  av- 
erage pay  of  the  men  teachers  in 
the  United  States  is  not  large, 
and  only  a few  college  positions 
go  up  into  the  thousands.  Nei- 
ther Mr.  nor  Mrs.  Allison  has  any 
illusions  about  fortunate  specu- 
lations, or  specially  created 
‘chairs’  in  universities  with  vast 
salaries.  They  realize  that  their 
prosperity  depends  on  what  they 
can  save  out  of  their  small  but 
reasonably  certain  income. 

‘‘Now,  Mrs.  Allison  has  a lot  of 
business  sense,  and  she  began  her 
housekeeping  by  organizing  it  on 
the  basis  of  the  least  they  could 
live  on — put  their  expenses  al- 
most at  the  level  of  subsistence, 
as  you  may  say,  and  then  made 
every  expense  beyond  that  tell 
for  their  business  advantage.  Mrs. 
Allison  didn't  begin  the  budget 
plan  consciously,  but  her  system 
of  accounting  developed  naturally 
into  a habit  of  forecasting  her  ex- 
penses, and  that  grew  into  the 
carefully  planned  schedule  which 
follows :
